(1) The owner, lessee, or person in lawful possession of any adjoining land,

(2) The agent or employee of the owner, lessee or person in lawful possession of any adjoining
land,

(3) Any peace officer,

(4) Any magistrate,

(5) Any public employee whose duty it is to supervise the use or perform maintenance of the
road,

(6) Any agent or employee of any utility located upon the road.

WHEREAS, The minimal level of maintenance will be as follows:

1. Blading.  Blading or dragging will not be performed on a regular basis.

2. Snow and Ice Removal.  Snow and ice will not be removed, nor will the road surface be sanded or
salted on a regular basis.

3. Signing.  Except for load limit posting for bridges, signing shall not be continued or provided.
ALL AREA SERVICE LEVEL C ROADS SHALL BE IDENTIFIED WITH A-SIGN AT ALL
POINTS OF ACCESS TO WARN THE PUBLIC OF THE LOWER LEVEL OF
MAINTENANCE.

4. Weeds, Brush and Trees.   Mowing or spraying weeds, cutting brush and tree removal will not be
performed on a regular basis.  Adequate sight distances will not be maintained.

For those Projects for which the County is the Benefited Governmental Entity,
the County hereby designates and authorizes RUSS to designate, on the County’s behalf, the Bonds and
Project Notes issued to pay the costs of such Project as “qualified tax exempt obligations” pursuant to

Section 265(b)(3)(B) of the Code.

Section 4. The County agrees that it will not issue additional tax exempt obligations during
the calendar year in which the Bonds and Project Notes for which it is the Benefited Governmental Entity
are issued, which, when added to the County’s other tax exempt obligations issued during the same

calendar year, would be in excess of $10,000,000.

Section 5. All resolutions or parts thereof in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby

repealed to the extent of such conflict.
